STAYING EXECUTION, 


The case of Mary Jane McKeogh v. John 
Kirk, of 184 Phibsborough road, Dublin, +.as 
again befote Chief Justice Molory yesterday 
on an application on behali of the defendant for 
an order to stay Or suspend execution of the 
udgment or order of the Chief Justice, dated 

h November, for possession of the premises 
mentioned, The application was grounded on 
the affidavit of Mrs. Jane Kirk, wife of the 
defendant. She stated-that in pursuance of 
the order of the Court. and the suggestion 


then made, when putting a stay of 14 days on 
the order, fo enable the defendant to pay the 
rent due within that period, she attended at 


the offices of the plaintiff's solicMora on the 
6th: December “and offered the rent. which 
the defendant admitted was due to the plain- 
tiff, but the sdli¢itors refused her offer, and 
asked her to consult her own solicitor on the 
subject. She again- attended the plaintiff's 
solicitors’ offices on the 13th inst. for the same 
purpose, and with the same result. She 
then consulted her husband's solicitor, between 
whom and the defendant's solicitors corres- 
pondence subsequently passed. 

Her husband was anxious to remain on as 
tenant to the plaintiff, more especially as he 
had opened a business on the gpremises, and 
carried on trade there and had expended a 
considerable’ amount of money in opening and 
starting the business.’ The whole dispute 
between the plaintiff, and herself arose in con- 
sequence of a breach of a verbal agreement 
entered into by the former landlord of the 
premises and the defendant for thé purchase 
of the premises “by the defendant, which 
agreement the former landlord broke through, 
and instead of permitting the defendant to 
purchase his interest in the premises, sold 
them to the plaintiff, who was never a tenant 
of the premises. 

After considerable discussion, in which Mrs. 
Kirk joined, the Chief Justice made an order 
further staying execution until lst January, 
1923, provided that the rent and. costs, includ 
ing the costs of the present motion, were paid 
on .or before that date. :

DISPUTED CONTRACT,

out a jury, yesterday, the case of Norton v. 
Fitzsimons was heard. It was an action by 
Michael Norton, dairyman, of Crumlin, Co. 
Dublin, .against Patrick Fitzsimons, milk 
retailer, of Sandymount, to recover £25 6s. 4d. 
alleged to be due for milk sold and delivered. 
The. question in the case was whether there 
was 4 contract between the parties for supnly- 
ing the defendant .with milk af 1s, 4d. or 
le.

The defendant hat lodged £11 in Court to 
meet the plaintiff's claim.

Irish Railways and Roads. 


The Irish railways have been reduced 
to the condition of the “needless alex- 
andrine.” Like a wounded snake they 
“drag their slow length along,” and, 
indeed, it is a marvel that they are alive 
at all. Crippled by a campaign of de 
struction and loaded with a grotesquely 
uneconomic burden of costs, they have 
become an incubus on the land to which, 
in the new order of things, they ought to 
be rendering redoubled service. We print 
a statement to-day which furnishes one of 
ten thousand possible illustrations of the 
vast loss that industry and commerce are 
suffering from the attacks on railways. 
The Irish manure manufacturers are in 
serious difficulties and the farmers’ furrows 
soon will be starving because the con- 
gested factories cannot despatch their 
stocks throughout the country. On this 
miserable state of affairs has been piled a 
new or, rather, a renewed dispute about 
wages. Ireland is threatened with a general 
railway strike at the end of this month 
unless the companies and their servants 
can reach a settlement of their long- 
standing differences. Hitherto the men have 
refused to accept the reductions gwhich 
have been accepted, as a natural outcome 
of the falling cost of living, by all the 
railway unions of Great Britain. We hope 
sincerely that a settlement is.at hand ; but, 
whatever may happen, it is certain that 
‘the Irish railway workers cannot eat their 
cake and have it, too. Neither,a company 
nor a Government can afford to run any 
business at a heavy and increasing loss. 

The Free State will not begin to prosper 
until the national railway system has been 
reformed from top to bottom. The companies 
‘must be relieved of their financial burden A: 
fares and rates must be reducéd ; services 
must be improved out of recognition ; some 
means of averting perpetual conflicts with 
Labour must be°found. It is admitted 
that this great task demands the inter- 
vention of the Government, The question 
is whether such intervention shall pre- 
serve or destroy the present independence 
of the railway companies as commercial 
and, to some extent, competitive concerns, 
Nearly two months ago a Commission 
appointed by the Provisional Government 
reported in favour of virtual nationalisa- 
tion of the Free State railways. The recep- 
tion of this proposal by the country was 
almost unanimously hostile; and since 


that time a Northern Commission has re- $ records. 
ported strongly against nationalisation of | 


railways in the Sf County area. We do 
not believe, therefore, that our own Govern- 
ment will commit itself to this perilous 


different railway policies in the two States 
would raise a new barrier between North 
and South. On the other hand, a tem-| 
porary ‘unification of the railways under 
their present ownership would enable the 
Government to exercise a useful measure 
of supervision im return for its financial 
aid to the companies.

i Some time ago-a firm of gramaphone 
manufacturers, the oldest in the trade, 
offered a substantial premium to the 
pwner of the oldest gramaphone in 
existence. In such a connection the wor] 
*old’’ has a fairly definite significance 
to the subconscious mind. The thought 
of old violins, old spinets, ancient bag- 
pipes and almost prehistoric lutes obtrudes 
itself. The little factory in Cremona 
where Stradivarius wrought, the rude 
halls where the old Irish harpers twanggd 
and. declaimed, casements haunted of 
troubadors and hills made melodious with 
the pipes of shepherds—to such visions 
the mind is turned by the word “old ” in 
Telation to a musical instrument.

‘LADY. DUDLEY NURSES. 
GREAT WORK AMONG THE 


One of the last acts of good work among 
he poor by Lady FitzAlan in connection 
with the severance of her official association 
with Ireland through the Viceregal Lodge 
was to forward to the Countess of Mayo a 
sum of £87, being the unexpended balance of 
the money collected by the women of Southern 
Ireland tog a wedding gift to Princess Mary. 
Lady FitzAlan is Patroness and Lady Mayo 
President of Lady Dudley’s Nursing Scheme, 
and the money’ is to be expended upon the 
objects of the scheme, which is at present 
urgently in need of funds, At the end of last 
year the balance in the Bank of Ireland was 
1 5s.

There are at present thirty of Lady Dudley's 
nurses, all of them fully qualified both in 
medicine and surgery. They must serve for 
three, years ip some recognised hospital, and 
undergo a further six months district training. 
Those nurses sent to districts where nó dispen- 
sary midwives are available must have a mid- 
wifery certificate. The districts in which they 
work being almost exclusively Roman Catholic, 
the nurses appointed are themselves almost ex- 
clusively of the same religious persuasion, and 
the greatest care is taken that they are of the 
highest mofal and professional standing, 

he poverty-stricken districts in which 
these nurses work lie in the Counties of Mavo. 
‘Donegal, Galway, ‘Kerry, scommon, Cork 
and Sligo , The total number of visits paid by 
the nurses last year was 41,322, and the 
cases included 1, medical, 1,410 surgical, 
and 454 maternity cases. To carry out all 
this great work the financial receipts for the 
year totalled £9,556 3s. ld. The main purpose 
of the scheme is td help mothers, and babies 
under five years’ old. The mothers 
have only barely what poor food ‘will heep 
the bodies and souls of themselves and their 
children together, and it is an absolute 
necessity that the nurses should be nlaved 
In & position to supply nourishment. The 
Local Government Board and the Congested 
Districts Board’ have given every encourage- 
ment to the nurses, but they are only working 
on the fringe of a problem that is appalling in 
its magnitude, .

MINERAL RESOURCES: 


GOLD AND LEAD MINES OF 
WICKLOW AND DUBEIN. 


A publicati@® which will be welcomed by 
all interested -in the development oí the 
economic ' resources of Ireland’ has just been 
issued by the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction in the form of Memoirs 
of the Geological Survey of Ireland, dealing 
with mineral resources. 

The memoir, ‘which has been compiled by 
Professor (Grenville “A. J. Cole, F.h.5., 
M.R.1.A., embodies ‘much valuable informa- 
tion ou the localities of minerals of economic 
importance and the metalliferous mines of 
Ireland, and is accompanied by a map of the 
Geological Survey. ' v 

The information contained in the memoir. 
has not only. been brought thoroughly up to 
date, but it also embodies valuable informa- 
tion as to al! that has been written in the past 
regarding the country’s mineral resources. 
Thus as regards the gold found in the Wi¢k- 
low. Mountains, we are told that the alluvial 
deposits in the neighbourhood of Wooden- 
bridge probably supplied the gold of Iveland 
in prehistoric times. Thé magnificent collec- 
tion in the ‘National Museum, Dublin, provide 
sufficient evideyge of the former importance 
of the industry,*which, no doubt, was one of 
the first objects that brought merchants from 
Gaul and Iberia to the western isle. Ireland 
was still looked on as a gold-producing country 
hv the unknown economist who wrote * The 
Libelie of Englyshe Polycye”* in 1436. The

ounces of silver to the ton. In 1858 and 1859 
the output was 1,220 and 1,265 tons of lead 
respectively from the Luganure ores. Smelt- 
ing was carried-on at Ballycortis as usual. 
Theneeforward until 1865 about 1,100 tons of 
lead were procured annually. . 

In 1865 an ore styled ‘silver ore” was 
worked from one of the veins in Glendasou, 
184 tons of lead yielding 65.951o2, of silver, 
The 19aximum recorded output of lead (1,665 
tons) was reached in 1867. -Lead dropped 
abruptly to £10 per.ten in 1879. Jn 1884 only 
450 tons of ore “were being raised annually. 
and only ove lode wae now being worked. In 
1891: Luganure and Glendalonzgh Mines were 
offered for sale, and in 1891 were under new 
owners: * The output sank to six tons of lead 
in 1900, after which the record ceases. New

MANAGERS AND MEN TO 


MEET TO-DAY.

During the past few days renewed efforts have 
been made to avert the railway strike which 
is threatened in Ireland on the first day of 
the new year if no settlement between the 
railway companies and their workers has been 
effected in the meantime. 

-Yesterday the railway managers were in 
conference at the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce with: Mr. McGrath, Mr. Gordon 
Campbell, and Mr. Ingram. The ‘managers 
present were Messrs. Neale, Keogh, and 
Maguire. 

It is understood that no advance was made 
towards a settlement, but it was considered 
advisable. that the managers should again 
meet the unions, and a meeting will saecord- 
ingly take place to-day. ' 

‘The position of the Transport Workers’ 
Railway Section in regard to the matter: was 
discussed at a meeting of that body held yes- 
terday at Liberty’ Hall, when the following 
resolution was passed :— : 

“That we, the undersigned elected repre- 
settatives of the National Railway Section of 
the Irish Transport afd General Workers’ 
Union. in view of the action of other railway 
unions who, at yesterday’s conference with 
the Government, denied our right to speak for 
Irish railwaymen, do hereby, on behalf of 
those we represent, call upon the Executive 
Committee of our Union to take any and 
every step-—even ihe most extreme—to assert 
our authority to speak and act on behalf of 
our comrades, and to preserve the vital in- 
terests of our section from the hugger-mugger 
and vacillating conduct of those who would 
deny our right to interfere in Irish railway 
workers’ affairs.”
